It was alleged b y the police tha t 
the young woman had v isited Hill for 
the purpose of sub mitting to an ille­ 
gal operation, which It was supposed 
resulted in her death. 
He made a confession. 
In which, 
after tePing how the girl came to 
him and was treated, he said; 
“She collapsed. I though she had 
fainted, i threw wuiter In her face, 
rub b ed her hands and put am m onia 
b eneath her nostrils for he r to in ­ 
hale. For ov er tw^o hours 
I worked 
ov er he r trying to rev iv e her. It was 
impossib le for me to b eliev e tha t she 
was dead, b ut when her b ody b egan 
to grow coid 
I knew it m u st b e so. 
“ I was afraid to call a doctor or 
the police, in my frenzy my first and 
only thought was to conceal the fact 
that she had died fn mv store. In my 
desperation and without giv ing fiir- 
ther thought to the consequences, 1 
.started to dism em b er the b ody. 
“Grab b ing a knife, I ampul at ed the» 
right leg. Then tb e thought dawned 
upon me that I had m ade 
a serloua 
mistake. 
I realized, howev er, that 
hav ing gone .so far fhoro was nothing 
left for me to do b ut continue in the 
mad work f had undertaken. 
“ Iwater on, after hav ing washed the 
floor of the room. I hired a horse and 
b Tiggy, placed the b ag .nnd b ox con­ 
taining the rem ains in it and drov e 
to Tiv erton. Not b eing familiar with 
I the country thereab outs. I am unab le 
to say exactly w hat other course T 
took or just where I threw tho con­ 
tents of the b ox and b ag.

“T hat night (Saturday) ab out 9:30, 
T took the 
b ead, 
wrapped it in a 
b lack skirt which the girl had worn, 
and w ent np Rob inson street, to a 
point near the switch at the foot of 
the hill leading down from St. P a t­ 
rick’s cemetery. There I threw the 
head Into the b iishf's on the west 
side of the street, and went home.” 
Following the confession of “Dr.” 
Hill, the head of the dead girl was 
found b y the police yesterday fn Fall 
Riv er, just where Hill said he had 
thrown it. 
Hill m aintained that the girl he r ­ 
self performed the illegal operation 
charged against him.

sentiment among business men as to 
liio advisability of the state of Illi­

by Gov. Deneen, and the investigators 
met in Chicago today for an execu­ 
tive session, at which they will com­ 
plete i)lans for the hearings whic? 
are expected to develop from under 
writing and rate-making experts 11k 
facts for which the 
commission 
is 
seeking. 


The commi.ssioii feels that it lias 
now developed the 
average 
publi* 
.sentiment a.s to state 
regulation 
o 
rates, which generally favors it. Tlii.s 
is largely because of the involved aiu 
technical nature of the rate-making 
problem, which the 
general 
public 
with many insurance men, cannot un 
derstand. 


Tile insured is given a figure which 
he is told he must pay. 
If 
he 
in 
quires he is shown the details of an 
elaborate schedule, 
making 
charges 
for deficiencies in his risk from the 
assumed standard and giving credits 
for imiirovements. 
He does not know 
whether 
tiiose 
charges and credits are 
correct 
or 
not, and is equally at sea as to the 
basis rate iqion 
which 
they 
are 
built up. 


For that reason, because he does 
not know^ and cannot know% he asks 
that the state intervene, compile llie 
statistics and see that he gets a fail 
show.
